The purpose of this word-to-symbol Provisional Dictionary is to 
list and locate all the symbols that appear on the Blissymbolics 
Communication Foundation displays and optional supplementary 
stamps issued in December 1975, and to give a breakdown of the 
compound symbols. 


The composition of the compound symbols is exposed only in terms 
of the parts which make them up, and a more detailed explanation 
or interpretation of the symbol is not given.
